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NOT ALL CONTRACTS ARE 
“SACRED” 

Sir William Mulock, Chief Justice of On- 
tario, addressing the Canadian Bar Association 
on a recent act of parliament which declares 
that a judge shall cease to hold office on reach- 
ing the age of seventy-five years: 

“The objectionable feature of that Act was 
its application to judges who had been 
appointed for life and were then in office and 
who, in breach of contract with them, were to 
be dismissable without cause on reaching a 
certain age.” 

Whether or not a contract is “sacred” ap- 
parently depends upon what the contract is for. 
If the contract is to pay a certain rate of in- 
terest, tax free, to war-profiteers who lent 
money to the Government, it is “sacred” and 
the conscience of parliament will not allow it to 
be changed, however much the value of money 
may change, however many times the original 
and intended consideration the bond-holders 
are really getting, and however many taxpayers 
may be driven into bankruptcy trying to pay 
dear dolars where cheap dollars were meant. 

Where the case is that the Government had 
hired a man for life to act as a dispenser of 
justice at a fixed rate of pay, parliament 
casually tears up the contract when it feels so 
disposed, without consent of the other party or 
qualm of conscience. No sanctity attaches to 
that kind of a contract, in the opinion of par- 


liament. 
The judges made mistakes when they 
accepted appointment to the bench. They 


should have stayed in law practice and put their 
earnings into Government bonds. Then they 
would have got “sacred” contracts which par- 
liament would not upon any consideration 
change. Money rights are inviolable; human 
rights are not. 


THE MONOPOLY “CURE” FOR 
DEPRESSION 
While no action has yet been taken, rumors 
are persistent that the egg and poultry business 


in western Canada is to be put under the 
monopolistic control for which provision was 
made at the recent session of parliament. It is 


to be supposed the Natural Products Marketing 
Act was passed with the intention that it shall 
be put into effect, and those who produce and 
trade in eggs and poultry would seem to be as 
liable as any others to be selected for the first 
application of its tyrannical provisions. The 
public may therefore as well begin to familiar- 
ize themselves with the Act, and picture the 
conditions under which they will be allowed to 
produce, scli and buy eggs and poultry should 
these rumors materialize 

The Act is a plain m ure of communis 
though the benefits, if any, are to go to a 
not to the public. It proposes to abolish abso- 
lutely the freedom to produce, buy and sell 
such products as are brought under regulation, 
and subjects these processes to the orders of a 
Dominion Marketing Board. This body is given 
power: 

“To regulate the time and place at which, 
and to designate the agency through which the 
regulated product shall be marketed, to deter- 
mine the manner of distribution, the quantity 
and quality, grade or class of the regulated 
product that shall be rnarketed by any person 
at any time, and to prohibit the marketing of 


ass, 


any of the regulated product of any grade, 
quantity or class.” 

That is sweeping enough surely Stalin 
could ask no more. But a half dozen sub- 
clauses are added to make sure that nothing is 


omitted to make the control of the board corn- 
plete to the last detail, with penalties provided 
for anyone who violates one of its edicts. 

The board of course is authorized to raise 
funds for its purposes; by imposing such 
charges and tolls as it may please upon the pro- 
ducers of the regulated product. Which simply 
means the farmer may be taxed on the number 
of hens he keeps, or on the number of eggs 
they lay, or on both counts. 

A product may be declared to be regulated 
on petition of a number of those engaged in the 
industry of production. There is no stipulated 
number or per centage of petitioners required 
The Minister is the sole judge of whether the 
number is sufficient to warrant the granting of 
the petition. So far as the Act says, there is 
nothing to prevent ten thousand producers being 
subjected to the complete suppression of their 
individual rights to sell their own products, on 
petition of ten, five or even two of their number. 

But the Minister does not have to wait for a 
petition, He can act on his own initiative, de-

He does not have to hold a poll of producers, 
before doing so or after. He may do so, if in- 
clined. If not, he functions with the complete 
freedom of action of a commissar at Moscow, 
and producers and dealers alike either obey 
the order of the board he appoints, pay their 
fines or go to jail. 

Framed at a time when lack of buying power 
has depressed the domestic market for farm 
products as the “blasting” tariff has killed the 
export demand for them, this is the most foolish 
as it is the most arbitrary piece of legislation 
ever written into the Dominion statute book. 
Having strangled trade, at home and abroad, 
the Government now proposes to reanimate the 
corpse by taking another twist at the rope. 

HYDRO MONEY MIS-USED? 

It is hard to believe that Right Hon. Arthur 
Meighen allowed himself to be drawn into a 
scheme to divert funds of the Ontario Hydro 
Commission to pay party snoopers and political 
stool-pigeons. Senator Meighen is a strong 


party man, makes no excuses for being so, and 
is gifted by nature with a tongue that some- 
times provokes the wrath of those who differ 
with him on public issues. But his opponents 
have never believed him to be other than an | 
honest man, and quite too big a man to resort to | 
the tactics of a ward-heeler. | 

The allegation of diverted funds is made by 
Mr. Stewart Lyon, present head of the Com- 
mission, a Man whom no one could suppose 
either base enough or fool enough to bear false 
witness against a neighbor. The matter is being 
submitted to the courts, will be sifted judicially, 
and the facts made known in due course 

Pending the finding, the public will properly 
withhold judgment, suspecting’ that there must 
have been a misunderstanding somewhere, and 
that a complete presentation of the facts will 
show the Senator to havé been innocent of in- 
tentional complicity in the affair. None will 
hope for this outcome more sincerely than those 
who cannot share his political views.

Another chap I'd decorate is a logger, “Skip- 
per” Woolridge, who a few years ago had a 
camp at Thunder Bay near the mouth of Jervis 
Inlet. The logging crew was at work a couple 
of thousand feet up the mountain side. They 
hauled the logs by donkey engine and wire 
cable to a “chute.” It was a sight to see the 
huge logs rush at lightning speed down the 
slippery chute and plunge into the bay in a 
clouti of foam. Just how quickly they went and 
with what force was shown when one of them 
hit a goat that had wandered up the mountain 
and couldn't jump quickly enough out of the 
way.

Winter Weather

During the winter there is often a tendency 
to neglect those habits which build good health 
and this partly explains the great increase of 
sickness during this season. Beyond any ques- 
tion of a doubt, the health of the entire popula- 


tion improves during the summer and drops 
during the winter. 
If you are one of those 


who dread the winter be- 
cause of recurring colds, 
bronchitis, influenza and 


other disorders, I want to tell 
you about a letter which I 
received from a reader just 
the other day in which she 
states that after having had a 
bad cold every winter for ten 
years she followed my _ in- 
structions given in these 
health articles and was able for the first time 
to avoid any trouble with colds during last 
winter. It is undoubtedly true that you may 
enjoy just as good health in winter as in sum- 
mer, if you will check over your health habits, 
make a list of those which are good and then 
each day do those things which build up the 
body and jncrease its natural resistance. 

If you have been careless about your health, 
write out a definite list of those things which 
you are going to do to improve it, set aside a 
definite time each day for helpful measures 
such as your @aily walk, exercise, baths and so 
forth, and stick to your schedule. If you will 
do this for the short space of one month the 
improvement you will secure will encourage 
you to keep on. 

As a matter of fact, you should 
feel more vigorous during cold weather. The 
cold season acts as a bracer and should make 
you feel more energetic. The air has a snap 
during winter which whips up the appetite, and 
makes you long for vigorous exercise which will 
make the blood flow faster. 

Use the winter as a period of hardening or 
toughening and you will emerge stronger in 
every way. Instead of staying in the house, 
take a daily walk, securing the benefits of 
exercise and fresh air. Brisk walking will in- 
crease the circulation and help to overcome the 
cold hands and feet which are so common dur- 
ing winter in those who exercise too 
Walking will build up your _ endurance, 
encourage deeper breathing and help to keep 
you in good condition generally. It tones up the 
abdominal muscles, thus tending to ward off 
constipation, and helps to burn up the starches 
and sugars which many people use so freely 
during winter. If you wish to build up your 
body I do not know of.a better exercise than 
brisk, vigorous walking. 

Also watch your diet during the winter and 
use enough alkaline forming foods to balance 
those which are acid forming. If fresh vege- 
tables are scarce, use the canned ones. Add 
more of the alkaline forming dried fruits to 
your diet. Another good health habit during 
the winter is to exercise for ten or fifteen min- 
utes first thing in the morning and just before 
retiring. Follow the exercises with a sponge 
bath or shower, finishing off with a brisk rub 
with a coarse towel. 

If you find that winter weather makes you 
feel dull and dreary, help to offset this psycho- 
logical effect by wearing clothes with cheerful 
colors. Turn on the lights, read a good book, 
listen to the radio. Attract friends who are 
cheerful and congenial. During unpleasant 
weather it is not necessary to hunch over and 
endure it, you can figure up healthful and stim- 
ulating things to do so that you may enjoy the 
winter season.

On this date, in 1884 the first 
number of a new newspaper, La 
Presse, was issued at Montreal,

La 
Presse featured news with a cap- 
ital N; of course it had to have 
political views also, but, save in 
crises, these were generally of 
an independent character, though 
leaning in a majority of cases 
towards the Liberal side.

PENSIONS FOR THE BLIND 

Editor Bulletin: In a recent is- 
sue of the Bulletin there appear- 
ed the story of an interview with 
Mr. M. C. Robinson, Western 
Superintendent of the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind. 
May I be permitted to correct a 
rather erroneous impression 
which may be gathered by your 
readers of the article in question. 
It states that Mr. Robinson, “him- 
self blind, is devoting his life vol- 
untarily to work for the blind.” 

Mr. Robinson is on the staff of 
the C.N.LB. and _ receives sub- 
stantial salary from funds of 
same. He is also in receipt of a 
total disability pension for war 
injury. 

The C.N.IB. is in receipt of 
grants from practically all gov- 
ernments in Canada, Ottawa rec- 
ognizes three bodies of blind 
welfare workers. The C.N.LB. re- 
ceives $19,000 per annum, the 
Montreal Association of the Blind, 
$4,500, and the Nazarith de Mont- 
real $4500. These grants were 
all subject to a cut of 10 per cent 
last session at Ottawa. The C.N, 
1B. are in receipt of the follow- 
ing from Provincial Govern- 
ments: Ontario, $60,000; Manitoba, 
$10,000; Saskatchewan, $7,500; Al- 
berta, $5,000, and B.C., $10,000, 
Grants are also received from 
cities and municipalities through- 
out the length and breadth of 
Canada. Private contributions 
are also received, as are also 
grants from estates, trust funds, 
etc. 

The C.N.LB. have workshops 
for the blind in Toronto, Winni- 
peg and Vancouver, but these 
shops are only open to a few of 
the blind, there being so many 
who are not able to work or earn 
their own living in any way, and 
it is for these that the Canadian 
Federation of the Blind is work- 
ing. 

The object of the Federation is 
to secure a pension for the blind 
of Canada; that assistance be 
given to them in the same man- 
ner as our governments recog- 
nize the needs of the unemployed 
sighted people. Unemployedsight- 
less people are not allowed to draw 
the same relief in the same man- 
ner as their sighted brethrey, 
They must suffer the extra in- 
dignity of being placed on the 
list of indigents, and are allowed 
$15 per month as a balm. To il- 
lustrate the fact that the great 
majority of blind people are not 
able to work in broom and bas- 


} ket shops or at any other work, 
| permit me to submit the figures 


relative to the situation in Eng- 
land, the figures of which are 
available. Total blind population 
in March, 1933, 63,408, of whom 
244 were under 5, and 2,089 were 
between the ages of 5 and 10, 
leaving 61,075 of over 16 years 
of age. The total number of em- 
ployed was 8995. The number 
of unemployable was 49,682, 
states the report of the Advisory 
Committee on the Welfare of the 
Blind. The game report shows 
that in the year 1931-2 local au- 
thorities spent £896,069 sterling 
on work for the welfare of the 
blind. 

I trust that the above figures 
will prove of benefit to the cause 
of direct relief to the blind in 
Canada, and that our governe 
ments will see their way clear to 
bring about a change in this di- 
rection in the near future. Pen- 
sions for the blind are already in 
vogue in many other countries, 
In the nited Kingdom the old- 
age pension is made applicable to 
the blind at the age of 50, while 
the blind workers receive sub- 
sidies in order that their earn- 
ings will be sufficient to main- 
tain themselves and their fam- 
ilies. In the U.S.A. many State 
Governments have granted pen- 
siops to the blind, while in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand the pen- 
sion plan has been in force for 
several years. Can Canada do 
nothing that is of direct benefit 


to the blind citizens of their 
country as a whole? 
The matter of education of 


blind children is not connected 
directly with the C.N.LB. Blind 
children are sent for their edu. 
cation to the Brantford School 
for the Blind, Ontario, and this 
charge is borne by the various 
Provincial Departments of Edu- 
cation,

Some are slit in the back, some in 
front, and e@ on the sides. And, 
all of them are going to afford 


plenty of ankle exposure, whether 
you like it or not, 

Slender, well-shaped ankles have 
almost always been highly admired 
assets. And they're just as much to 
be desired in this day of slit skirts 
as they were when skirts were con- 
spicuous by their scantiness. For the 
slit skirt that discloses a pair of 
beefy ankles is bound to lose half 
its grace and swankiness. 

When the largeness of the ankles 
is due to their actual bony structure 
of course, there is little or nothing 
that can be done about it. And 
when the ankles are abnormally 
puffy,

RACTICALLY all cameras, with 
the exception of a few extremely 
simple models, have some means of 


varying the amount of light passing! 


through the lens. Why? 

Well, why do you tend to squint in 
bright sunlight? Simply because 
there is s0 much light in the open 
sun that, unless you squint, your 
eyes cannot distinguish details; in 
the dark your eyes distend in order 
to take advantage of every available 
ray of light 

Cameras and eyes are much alike. 
Unless you control the amount of 
light entering the camera lens, you 
will almost certainly overexpose 
shots made in bright daylight and 
underexpose when the light is low. 

Get out your camera and look at 
its lens. If yours is a simple box cam- 
era, you will find that the lens open- 
ing, or diaphragm, has two possible 
settings, one for average shots and 
one for use when the light is very 
brilliant, In certain other cameras 
diaphragm settings are arbitrarily 
numbered from 1 to 4, giving you 
that many opportunities to adapt 
your snapshooting to light condi- 
tions. 

The best known system of 4di- 
aphragm control is the “f" system, 
used on more advanced cameras. In 
this system “f” represents the ratio 
between the lens opening and the 
distance from the lens to the film. 
When some one says that he took a 
picture at £.11, hesmeans that his 


lens was adjusted so that its open- | 


{ug was 1/11th of the lens-to-film dis. 


tance. Obviously f.11 {s a smaller 
opening than £.6.3 or f.4.5 Some 
cameras have extremely “fast” 
lenses, with f.1 or f.2 ratings, but 
youtTe perfectly well off with a lens 
rated at f.6.3. And there are many 
other lenses that are entirely satis- 
factory for snapshooting despite 
their low “f” classification. 
Familiarize yourself with the vari- 
ous openings ("lens stops,’ if vou 
want to be technical about it). Many 
cameras have built-in exposure 
guides which indicate the proper 
opening for various light conditions. 
But you will almost automatically 


set your lens properly if you let your | 


eyes be your guide. If you find your: 
self squinting, stop the lens down, 
if your eyes open wide, without a 


sensation of glare, use a larger stop. | 


Stopping down a lens has another 
consequence, It increases the sharp- 
ness of the image and deepens the 
field of focus. But, you say, how can 


I do this if the light isn’t very bright? | 
Simply by increasing the time of the | 


exposure. 

It is the canny juggling of lena | 
openings and exposure times that) 
marks the experienced snapshooter 
But don't let it bother you, if it 
seems a little confusing. Set your 
camera at about £.8 and 1/25th— 
and blaze away Chances are you'll | 
get the picture, and that is the im 


portant thing. If you're using modern | 


film, it will automatically take care 
of a lot of variation from scientific 


accuracy ip exposure.
